Romak Will Run for Mayor in 2005

Romulus City Councilwoman Deb- 
bie Romak has announced that she will 
challenge incumbent mayor Alan R. 
Lambert for his seat on November 8, 
2005. 

The lifelong resident and 10-year 
council member says that she is ready 
and eager to take on a bigger role in 
local government. 

"| have devoted most of my life to 
public service, and have a strong and 
committed desire to continue serving 
the people of Romulus as their next 
mayor," she told The Romulus News. 

Romak believes that both her expe- 


. rience and her compassion make her 


uniquely qualified for the City's top ad- 
ministrative position. 

"| understand the needs of my fellow 
citizens andthe challenges that we face 
together, she said, “and! am dedicated 
and willing to take on those challenges 
for the benefit of our community." 

According to Romak, one of her 
strongest assets is an ability to make 
solid fiscal decisions that would help to 


shape the future of Romulus. 

"Our economy is having devastat- 
ing effects on our city andits residents," 
she explained. "Everywhere you look, 
both small and large businesses are 
fighting to stay open.

High 
taxes, unemployment, substandard 
wages and benefits, anda rising cost of 
living are making it increasingly difficult 
for people to achieve basic goals such 
as owning a home.

And 
steadily declining governmentrevenues 
have meant significant cuts in important 
services. 

"Now, more than ever, we need to 
make financially sound decisions,” she 
continued. "We need to band together 
to help our neighbors through this diffi- 
cult time.” 

Another of Romak's stated goals is 
to bring citizens back into the decision- 
making process. 

"Every person has the rightto speak 
out about issues that concern him or

Romak: Ready for a New Challenge

Even before | announced that | will 
be running for mayor this November, | 
was often asked how and why | got into 
politics in the first place. I'd like to share 
a little of that story with my fellow citi- 
zens in the hope that it will give them a 
better understanding of who | am and 
what'l stand for. 

Ten years ago, when | was "just a 
mom," who would have ever thought 
that | would suddenly find myself run- 
ning agrassroots campaign for an open 
Romulus City Council seatin the Novem- 
ber 1995 election? Yet, despite the fact 
that it was my first time in the political 
arena, | placed second in the primary 
and fifth in the general election. From 
that day forward, | knew that | had deep 
aspirations to serve the public, and every 
election since has indicated the grow- 
ing support that | have receivedfrom the 
electors of Romulus. 

| will never forget the New Year's 
Eve telephone call | got from then-State 
Representative Greg Pitoniak (now the 
mayor of Taylor), asking if | would be 
interested in becoming a state repre- 
sentative and going to Lansing to work 
for the citizens of Romulus and Taylor. 
| was both honored and surprised, notto 
mention speechless. (Those who know 
me will attest to the fact that | am rarely 
speechless!) My eventual response: I'm 
just learning about local government; 
what makes you think that I'm ready to 
take on government at the state level? 
Besides, | told him, | have a very young 
family, and working in Lansing wouldn't 
be fair to my children or husband. A long 
time ago, | made a personal commit- 
mentto raise my family, thenpursue my 
political ambitions. Greg assured me 
that he completely understood my rea- 
sons for refusal, but reminded me of the 
passion | had so far demonstrated for 
serving others. 

Several years later, when | appeared 


at a public hearing to testify against a_ 


proposed hazardous-waste injection 
well, | was approached by then-State 
Representative Kwame Kilpatrick (now 
the mayor of Detroit), who also spoke at 
the meeting. He shook my hand, told me 
that | had spirit and fire for the people, 
and said that | was needed in Lansing. 
Again, my passion and willingness to 
serve the public was confirmed. 

In December 2001, | received a 
telephone call from then-Congress- 
woman Lynn Rivers, who asked if | 
would be interested in becoming her 
environmental liaison for the district. 
When | told her that | didn't have a 
degree in environmental science, she 
assured me that| had something better: 
passion, combined with outstanding 
grassroots leadership skills. In Novem- 
ber 2002, due to redistricting, we lost a 
good congresswoman, but | will be for- 
ever grateful for the opportunity that she 
gave me to work in and learn so much 
about government on the federal level. 

Now, in 2005, my grassroots cam- 
paign will again move forward. My per- 
sonal commitment to raising my family 
has been fulfilled. | must say that it was 
a most rewarding experience to watch 
my two children become responsible, 
caring, compassionate young adults who 
are, at times, very vocal in expressing 
their opinions and views. Both gradu- 
ated from Romulus High School, and 
are working part-time jobs while attend- 
ing college. They are taking new paths 
and facing new challenges, and now | 
am ready to do the same.

Anew Family Resource Center that 
recently opened in the Burton Center, 
located on Beverly Road in Romulus, 
will provide a variety of useful resources 
to local families. The Center, opened by 
the Guidance Center of Southgate, will 
work in conjunction with the Head Start 
program, also housed at the Burton 
Center. 

"The Center willbe open to al/Rom- 
ulus families, in contrast to the Head 
Start program, which is income based," 
explained executive vice-president of 
administration Betty Priskorn. "We hope 
that local residents will be able to distin- 
guish between the two programs, and 
will come in to take advantage of this 
outstanding educational opportunity." 

According to Priskorn, the Guid- 
ance Center is a large organization that 
serves 20 different programs in the fields

The month of January marks the 
annual observance of School Board 
Recognition Month—atime to salute the 
work of school board members and 
celebrate public education.
